and Finklea, consulting engineers on 
the project. 
He said it will probably take the

called soon after that Lacy has said 
that it wants to start construction as 
soon as possible. 
The 
p ro ject 
w hich 
includes 
widening the roadway to a four-lane 
divided thoroughfare from Westwood 
Dr. to Independence Pkwy., con­ 
structing full six-lane intersections at 
Custer Rd. and Independence and 
salvaging crushed on base for use in 
building P ark er Rd. from Coit Rd. to 
Preston Rd. is to be com pleted within 
360 days. 
Jacobs said traffic will continue on 
the p rese n t ro adw ay 
w hile th e 
southern two lanes are constructed 
and then it will be rerouted to the new 
roadway while the northern lanes are 
built. Special attention will be given to 
the areas near schools to facilitate 
traffic flow, he said. 
The project is about $168,000 over

drainage requirem ents imposed by 
the State Dept. 
of Public 
T ran­ 
sportation and Highways. Plano is 
im proving the farm to m arket road in 
return for the departm ent’s prom ise 
of further im provem ents to Coit.

‘Blue Law’ Upheld 
By Supreme Court 


AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI) — The Texas 
S u p rem e C ourt 
h as 
re je c te d 
a 
challenge to the sta te ’s “ blue law ,” 
which prohibits the sale of som e item s 
on consecutive Saturdays and Sun­ 
days. 
In a 5-4 decision W ednesday, the 
court turned down a suit filed by 
Gibson Products Co., Inc., which said 
the closing law violated the equal 
protection and due process clauses of 
the U.S. Constitution. Gibson chal­ 
lenged the law after a D allas court 
enjoined it from selling som e item s on 
consecutive Saturdays and Sundays. 
The firm argued repeal of a 1973 
Penal Code provision which broadly 
prohibited labor and sales on Sunday 
left no justification for the existing 
law, which places the lim its only on 
certain item s. 
In the court’s m ajority opinion, 
Associate Justice Thom as M Reavley 
said the legislature enacted the law 
with the prim ary goal of closing most 
m ercantile stores on Sunday.

“ Allowing latitude for S abbatarians

Sunday. 
Doughty said a law forcing a choice 
of Saturday or Sunday sales perhaps 
could be justified on religious grounds 
if all sales were prohibited

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Keene Can ‘Bite’ Back 


Meter Reader Has ‘Dog Chaser’

PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI) 
— John Keene can’t do 
anything about the roosters, 
geese or bulls he encounters 
or his job. but now at least he 
can do something about the 
dogs. 
In his seven years as a 
meter 
reader 
for 
the 
Philadelphia Electric Co , 
Keene has been bitten by 
dogs more times than he can 
remember 
“ But only one time they 
broke the skin,” he said 
A new device, aptly called 
a “ dog chaser,” is keeping 
dogs away from Keene and 
his 250 coworkers when they 
scale a fence, walk through 
backyards 
and 
enter 
basements to read electric 
meters 
The 
‘dog chaser” is a 


small plastic box. a couple 
inches 
longer 
than 
a 
cigarette pack, that emits a 
high frequency sound wave 
— inaudible to most humans 
but it sure repels dogs, who 
suffer 
no 
permanent 
damage 
Since he began using the 
box 
a 
few 
months 
ago, 
Keene, who owns a German 
shepherd, said he has been 
bitten only once 
“ I was thumbing through 
the book 'which explains 
where the customer’s meter 
is located; when the dog 
came out,” he said 
“ He 
moved so fast that I didn’t 
have time to push the but­ 
ton ” 
Another time the device. 
which retails for about $45. 
saved him from being bitten 
“ I was in back of the house 


reading a meter, “ Keene 
said “ If they’re going to bite 
you they come right at you 
He was coming right at me. I 
pressed the button a second. 
he hesitated, then I pressed 
it again and he went back.” 
There are only about IOO 
“ dog chasers" available to 
PE’s meter readers, so the 
readers check their schedule 
daily for any “ bad dogs" on 
their route 
Anytime a meter reader 
encounters a “ bad dog” he 
adds it to the customer’s file 
so the next meter reader is 
prepared 
Keene, who operates in 
suburban Bucks and Mon­ 
tgomery counties, has been 
attacked by a monkey, has 
had to “ back away from a 
goose and had a rooster 
jump on my leg and he was 


pecking on my leg ” 
He even once had to go 
through a field of grazing 
bulls in Cornwells Heights to 
get to a turnpike billboard to 
read the meter 
“ I took a wide path around 
them.” he said “ After all, I 
grew up in Philadelphia and 
I don’t know anything about 
cows.” 
But even with the special 
device, some dogs just can’t 
be stopped: 
“ One time a dog came at 
me and I pushed the button 
but he kept coming," Keene 
said 
“ I jumped over the 
fence 
Then the customer 
came out of the house and 
told me the dog was deaf.”

YOU and YOUR 
FAM ILY 


Dear Dr. Greenstone, I have a friend who is married to an 
alcoholic. He stays drunk and away from hom e much of the 
time. She com plains about what he is doing to her, and 
pretends that if he would only com e hom e to her that 
everything would be okay. I have been her friend for over ten 
years now, and have spent much tim e listening to her 
m isery. In all of this tim e, nighing much has changed in her 
life. I really want to help her. What is the best thing that I 
can do? 
Dear Reader, probably, the best thing that you could do for 
your friend is to recommend strongly that she seek 
professional help for herself, and even for her husband, if it 
is possible. You have probably found out by now that trying 
to talk her out of her pain, or indulging her fantasies does not 
work. She remains essentially the sam e, and you feel 
drained, frustrated, and perhaps even a little guilty that you 
have not done m ore to “ help.” 
A person chooses how he or she experiences life from 
moment to moment. She can choose it to be a positive or a 
negative experience, regardless of what feelings might be 
present at that time. Even though your friend may feel love 
or other feelings toward her husband, she can choose to see 
the situation the way that it is with him. and to do what is 
necessary for her to build her own life in satisfying way. 
Dr, she can continue to do to herself what she is currently 
doing, and apparently what she has been doing for the last 
ten years. She can go on complaining, and getting her close 
associates like you to spend time listening and com­ 
miserating In no way am I demeaning your friendship or 
your intent in this matter. However, just as it is important 
for your friend to see clearly what is going on. so it may well 
be equally important for you to have a clear picture. 
The level of pain that your friend can endure is the amount 
of pain that she is currently enduring. She has spent many 
years enduring her pain, and doing little about solving her 
problems in a constructive way. Apparently, her investment 
in her pain is too high to do anything to get rid of it For 
example, she may feel that without all of her complaints that 
she would have nothing to offer to a relationship with you, 
and that you might stop showing an interest in her. 
From another viewpoint, she may be trying to avoid the 
guilt that she feels about her failing relationship with her 
husband that she may have been part of creating. Please 
note that these are examples of ways in which value is a t­ 
tached to pain, and in no way are they intended to accurately 
represent your friend or her situation 
It seems to me. however, that the more precise you are in 
assessing your relationship to your friend, and perhaps even 
your own needs to relate to her in the way that you are 
relating, the more help you can be to her while at the sam e 
time avoiding greater pain for yourself It is not unusual that 
when such problematic situations are entered into by helpful 
people, but without a clear understanding, that the “ helper” 
often becomes the victim. 
Your friend has complained to you for ten years now It is 
likely that she will do the same for another ten years if you 
allow it to happen, and in all likelihood not much will change 
from the way it is today.

case you did the right thing 
Anyone who has a lump or 
nodule of the testicle should 
have an examination as soon 
as possible In some cases it is 
a m a lig n a n c y and e a rly 
diagnosis may save a person’s 
life Don’t delay as some of 
these tum ors spread very 
rapidly 
You should c o n s id e r a 
vasectomy as permanent at 
the time you have it done 
Some urologists claim a 25 per 
cent success in restoring fer­ 
tility by ^ o p e ra tin g on the 
vas and rejoining it Success 
is not success unless sufficient 
h ea lth y s p e rm ce lls a re 
released to enable pregnancy 
R e c e n t l y

operations, perfected by a few 
surgeons, have been credited 
with better results 
Withdrawing sperm by a 
needle after a vasectomy has 
been performed may not be 
successful 
Som etim es the 
te stic le stops form ing an 
adequate amount of viable 
sperm cells after the vas is 
tied Sperm banks have been 
used to store frozen sperm 
before a vasectomy is per 
formed but these are not well 
regulated in every instance 
and no one can guarantee you 
how long the frozen sperm 
will really be usable 


I don’t think you need to 
worry about that lump since 
you have had your doctor ex­ 
amine it, but your chances of 
regaining fertility are not out-

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When It Comes to Olympic TV Rights. . . . 


Russians Are Not Dummies

N EW YO RK (U PI* — The Russians are no dummies We 
beat ‘em to the moon, but they’ve figured a way of getting us 
to give it to them 
All they have to do is ask 
And that’s exactly what they're doing now 
They're asking $100 million for the I; S television rights to 
the 1980 Olympic Games in Moscow That s not only the 
moon, it’s the whole bundle - the sun. the stars, the entire 
solar system. 
When you stop to consider ABC-TY paid $25 million for the 
rights to the Olympic Games in Montreal this >ear and that 
was a record high—the complete absurdity of the Soviets’ 
price tag moves into much clearer focus Yet the Soviet 
Olympic Committee and the Satra Corp., an American 
trading company, both confirmed in Moscow Wednesday 
they have signed an agreement for the U S television rights 
No money figures were revealed 
This ‘‘agreement’- makes me wonder 
It makes me 
wonder whether the Russians aren’t up to their old tricks, 
trying to jack up the price, looking to get all they possibly 
can and maybe more 
Even in this inflated era. $100 million for the TY rights to 
the Olympic Games is utterly ridiculous I don't know any 
body in the world who'd listen to such an unrealistic price, let 
alone pay it 
ABC didn t make much money with the Montreal Games 
It made $1 million or so after all the gymnasts, swimmers 
and weight lifters were finished 
In the face of this, you have to question how a firm like 
Satra, which has sold Soviet-made tractors and automobiles 
and has brought Soviet films to the United States, can 
possibly hope to show any profit if it came even close to 
meeting the Russians’ price. Cable and home box office TV 
won’t bring in that kind of revenue because most of this type 
of televising doesn't carry much advertising or commercial 
interruptions. 
More than one loophole showed through Wednesday’s 
agreement, which for some obscure reason was referred to 
as a “ protocol” rather than a contract Somehow, I get the 
feeling that “ protocol” they signed was merely another step 
by the Russians in their try for the moon. What you are likely 
to hear next is the Russians saying they had only a 
“ preliminary agreement" with Satra and they have decided 
to sell the rights to someone else, such as one of the big U.S. 
networks, which by that time, of course, will have agreed to 
up its price. Or possibly Satra will sell its rights to some 
network, which will then have to deal with the Russians. 
My feeling is reinforced by the fact that shortly after the

Substitutes won’t taste the 
sam e, Mrs 
Newman said, 
but

has 
found them 
acceptable to those of her

substitute with fresh w ater 
fish, w ater and brown corn

The health benefits she 
sees in Chinese style food 
an d cooking an d e a tin g 
habits include the lim ited 
use of m eats and unlim ited 
use of fre sh fru its and 
v e g e ta b le s;

technique that perm its quick 
cooking of p ro d u ce and 
consequent high retention of 
vitam ins; and the wide use 
of fish and vegetable protein, 
particularly bean products 
‘‘They have a great con­ 
c e rn 
for

ingredients), which is im 
portent to nutrition,” Mrs 
Newman said. 
She added that the Chinese 
probably get close to the 
recom m ended one-third of 
their daily nutrients from 
their typical m orning m eal 
of rice or m illet gruel or 
noodles or steam ed bread 
with one or two sm all dishes 
of salted fish or other well 
seasoned or salted food It is 
also their way of using up 
little bits of leftovers from
